All the facts prove that, taking the ut- 
most advantage of the deepening political 
and economic crisis of South Korea and the 
ever more open country-selling, treacherous 
acts of the military fascist gang of the 
puppet regime, Japanese imperialism is 
stepping up its brazen machination for re- 
invasion of South Korea. 

The crafty Japanese militarists: are utter- 
ing such honeyed words as to establish a 
‘joint company” with South Korean part- 
ners in order to achieve their rapacious 
aims to totally enslave the South Korean 
economy on the brink of collapse, freely ex- 
ploit cheap labour power, loot the under- 
sround resources as they please, and expand 
their market. 

It is clear, however, even to a mere child 
that inasmuch as the Japanese monopoly 
capital furnishes funds, equipment, materi- 
als, and technicians and managers, the 
“joint company” is nothing but a cunning 
trick of the Japanese militarists for comple- 
tely seizing the right to manage the South 
Korean economy. 

In ordet to gloss over their aggressive 
acts, they plead as if they had certain ‘‘ob- 
ligation” to “aid” and “protect”? South Ko- 
rea and have gone so far as to make bra- 
zen paradox that “there is no future for the 
South Korean economy without Japan.” 

They even preach that the “example” of 
Li Yong Koo should be followed, a betray- 
er to the Korean nation, wiliest traitor and 
pro-Japanese who will be cursed through 
generations. They even have audacity to 
claim that their brigandish colonial rule 
over Korea for 36 years was “inevitable” 
and “beneficial.” What a shameless robber’s 
logic of aggressors this is and what an in- 
tolerable insult to the Korean people it is! 

The Japanese imperialists’ scheme for re- 
invasion of South Korea reminds one of 
sixty years ago when they annexed Korea 
under the signboard of “amity and protec- 
tion”. 

Some sixty years ago, Japanese imperi- 
alism made inroad into Korea. It seized 
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concessions first and then eventually oc- 
cupied the whole land of Korea and impos- 
ed colonial slavehood upon our nation! 

The penetration of the Japanese: militar- 
ists into South Korea is an aggressive 
scheme to restore the old position of Japan, 
the position of master in Korea, and is a 
vicious criminal act designed to perpetuate 
the division of our fatherland and continue 
to exacerbate tension in Korea. 

This is an unpardonable hostile act a- 
gainst the Korean people and an open pro- 
vocation against peace in the Far East and 
the world. 

Re-invasion of South Korea by the Japa- 


‘nese militarists is an important link in the 


U.S. imperialists’ aggressive plan in Asia. 
By bringing the Japanese militarists in- 
to South Korea, U.S. imperialism is at- 
tempting to obstruct the peaceful unifica- 
tion of our fatherland, bolster their totter- 
ing colonial rule and band together the 
Japanese reactionary rulers and the South 
Korean puppet clique to set up an aggres- 
sive “Northeast Asia Military Alliance”. 

The Japanese militarists, encouraged by 
such schemes of U.S. imperialism, are reck- 
lessly trying to realise their old dream of 
the “greater East Asia co-prosperity sphere” 
under the guise of “co-existence and co- 
prosperity.” 

Such aggressive manoeuvres of the U.S. 
and Japanese imperialists have become the 
target of the resolute protest and denuncia- 
tion by the broad sections of the Japanese 
people and the people the world over, not 
to speak of the entire Korean people. 

Nevertheless, Pak Jung Hi, an agent of 
U.S. imperialism and old lackey of Japa- 
nese imperialism, and his gang, as tney are 
bid by U.S. imperialism, are openly invit- 
ing the Japanese militarists, the sworn 
enemy of our people, and are placing all 
economic arteries of South Korea at their 
disposal. 

The Pak Jung Hi cut-throats have turned 
the land of South Korea into a hell for the 
people. More, they have pledged themsel- 
ves, on the order of U.S. imperialism, to 
carry out the will of the Japanese mililar- 
ists, and they are set to commit every trai- 
torous act which will be cursed through 
generations. 

The Pak Jung Hi military fascist clique 
are categorically opposed to the peaceful 
unification of the country by Koreans. They 


arrest, imprison and kill right and left all 
the patriotic personages and innocent peo- 
ple because they advocated peaceful unifi- 
cation and suppress in a mediaeval way the 
popular masses groaning in hunger, pover- 
ty and non-rights. 

Putting up the so-called “five-year plan 
for economic development”, the realization 
of which has no feasibility, the Pak Jung 
Hi clique are luring and flouting the popu- 
lar masses who demand construction of a 
self-supporting economy and an improved 
life.
